- Here is a case in which people outside of Georgia may well 
be slo\y;li}: passing judgment. The:governor is to be honored 
for staiicji'ng-by his convictions in the face of an overwhelming 
prejiidipdAgainst his course, and at the same time it will not 
do'io set |i|e people of Georgia down as ii lot of half civilized 
people tln|sting for blood. Tlie-^^jiior feels that the guilt 
of, the accused man was not estaMsliect beyond a reasonable 
dbiirjt, and under .these circumstances it was his duty to com- 
mute ihe'sentence.' On the other hand, the people of the state 
fe'ei:tiiat the maawasconvictd after a fair trial by an impartial 
coiir'f and jury,,and that the commutation of. sentence defeats 
the.ends of justice. 


And it is not difllcult to understand this feeling. 
For years 


there has been.in this country so much tomfoolery with mur- 
der cases thai popular faith in the courts has been severely 
shaken. 
It is not necessary to enumerate instances in which 


the miscarriage of justice was as gross as the people of Georgia 
believe it to be .in (his case., The fact that people all over the 
country interested themselves in the case and petitioned for 
clemency doubtless served to rouse the people of the state, 
who felt that their own authorities were competent to deal 
properly with it, and in that viewof the mailer they were not 
far from.right. .;.. .

It la thought from the description of 


Hit* .shoes and clothing Unit the dead 
man is Joseph Guimont, one of

Culmont 
is said to belong in Uoston and has 
boon missing1 since the night of May 
in when, ho was last .seen by the night 
watchman on the Portsmouth and Kii- 
tcry "bridge on tho way to' the bargo 
tied up at the draw pier on the Kit- 
lory -side.
